So, why is W5YI faster? Because they take the 610, make certain that 
the top is filled out correctly, stamp it and send it to the FCC. 


Why is the ARR1 slower? They do a more thorough job and retain the 
paperwork.Now, is one approach right and one wrong? 


Of course not. 
They are just different.
